plant at Madan. After processing, the ore is sent to Kurdzhali ty truck, ^ 
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6, The Sharenka Mine is equipped with seven electrically-powered engines of Soviet 
make. These engines, two of which were supplied to the mine on 10 December 1952, 
are approximately 1.20 meters long, 80 centimeters wide, and about 1*20 meters 
high, and are used to pull as many as 30 loaded cars.
